INTEEEST. 

The General Funds and the State Insurance Funds are deposited 
in national and state banks and the interest received from these funds 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, amounts to$690,397.8?. This 
amount includes the interest, $303^782.^1, from the Genial Funds, 
the interest, $84,285.25, from the State Insurance Funds, and the inter- 
est, $302,330.00 from State Insurance bonds. 

The above figures show that the State is receiving from these 
funds, interest enough to pay the running expenses of the Treasury 
Department for a period of twenty-one years. 

The Sta^te is drawing interest on $7,103,500.00 General Funds at 
four per cent and over, and on $5^^8,500.00 at less than four per cpnt; 
also on $345,000.00 State Insurance Funds at five per cent and over, 
and on $3,256,625.00 at less than 5 per cent as shown by the follow- 
ing tables:

PLACING OF FUNDS. 



The depository act requires that deposits of both active and in- 
active funds in banks and trust companies shall be awarded on com- 
petitive bids; said bids to be received by the Treasurer of State between 
the first and third Mondays in March, for a two-year loan period. The 
statute also requires that the deposit of Industrial Insurance funds 
be regulated in the same manner. Each of the above funds is awarded 
in alternate years, and the average rate of interest shows an annual 
advance. A comparison of the awards for the past four years of the 
inactive funds is given. An almost equal proportionate increase has 
taken place in the active depository funds.

In order to take immediate advantage of the large increase in ulter- 
est rates, a strong effort was made in 1917 and 1918, to get the funds 
deposited at the advanced rate as soon as possible. Succesrful bidders 
were ap'proved by the Board of Deposits the day following the bidding

and notified immediately to forward seci^rity and signed certificates 
of deposit. By this means the entire amount, in both cases, was placed 
and is drawing the new rate from two to four weeks earlier than the 
exchange had heretofore been accomplished. The time thus saved in 
the transfers represents at least $20,000 added to the State's revenue 
from the interest earnings. 

DOMESTIC AND TOREIGN CORPORATION TAX. 

In the matter of handling the collection of the excise ta:r, from 
the various domestic and foreign corporations, a new method was 
inaugurated this year. This Department in connection with that of 
the Auditor of State figured, checked and proved over 16,600 tax settle- 
ments, thus guarding against liability of errors occurrii^ in the rewrit- 
ing of statements under the old plan. Under this plan the statements 
were prepared and sent out several days previous to the usual time. 

MIAMI CONSERVANCY DISTRICT. 

Section 47 of an act entitled the "Conservancy Act of Ohio'' pro- 
vides that the bonds issued by the Board of Directors of the Miami 
Conservancy District shall be registered by the Treasurer of State. 
Bonds to the amount of fifteen million dollars have been duly inspected 
and the serial number and denomination of each registered by the 
Treasurer of State. This registration necessitated a separate system 
of accounting, which has been installed. 

The law further provides that there shall be deposited with the 
Treasurer of State by the Conservancy district, suflBicient funds to pay 
the principal and interest on bonds, as above registered, as said bonds 
mature and interest becomes due. In compliance with this statute 
there has been deposited with the State the sum of $401,776.55 to 
care for the payment of ihterest coupons on the above named bonds. 
This sum has been placed in active depository bank^ as a separate 
fund, and draws the contract active 4epository rate of interest on daily 
balances, as required for state funds. 

The interest earned is being forwarded monthly to the Treasurer 
of the Miami Conservancy District. From May 27, 1918, the opening 
of this account, until June 30, 1918, the interest has aggregated $665.36. 

Coupons to the amount of $129,626.00 have been paid,leaving a 
balance of $272,230.65 to the credit of the Miami Conservancy Dis- 
trict. Bonds to the amount of i375,200.00 are deposited to cover 
this balance. 

GENERAL FUND SECURITIES. 

Bonds purchased by the Industrial Commission are submitted to 
the Attorney-General for examination as to the legality of all acts 
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creating them and so satisfactory has been the relsult gf such procedure 
that I am induced to recommend that all bonds issued by any political 
subdivision should at first be submitted to and approved by the Attorney- 
General as complying with all forms of law. The officials of such 
divisions dhould furnish certified transcripts showing that all pre- 
liminary steps have been legally taken. The Attorney-General should 
then certify the validity of these bonds as to their legality and bind- 
ing obligations. 

This report shows itemized statements of receipts by Depart- 
ments, but does not show the itemized expenditures of the different 
Departments. The Auditor of Statfe in hip report shows the actual 
disbursements and balances of each Department, and it would be a 
duplication to have the same in this report. Certain apparent dif- 
ferences due to different classifications in this office for each depart- 
ment may be noticed, but the final sum-total agrees. 

BONDS OF STATE OFFICIALS. 

It has been previously recommended that the bonds of all elective 
and appointive State officials, except the Treasurer of State, should 
be filed in the Treasury Department; such a recommendation is en- 
dorsed and it is suggested that the law be changed to make this 
obligatory. 

GENERAL FUND. 

The balance in the State Treasury at the beginning of July 1, 1917, 
was $6,791,829.33. The receipts from all sources, exclusive of the 
Insurance Fund, during the year from July 1, 1917, to June 30, 1918, 
were $23,630,937.22, making a total of $30,422,766.55 to be accounted 
for. Disbursements from the same period were $22,635,010.36, which 
leaves on hand at the close of the fiscal year, June30, 1918, a balance 
of $7,787,756.19. 

Of the above amount, the balance on hand June 30, 1918, to the 
credit of the General Revenue Fund was $2,337,850.90. Sinking Fund 
$55,235.40, Highway Fund $5,000,273.51, Liquor License $336,619.38. 
Section 16, Special School Fund $54,550.09, School Rental, $3,226.91. 
making a total of $7,787,756.19.

The balance to the credit of the State Insurance Fund at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year, July 1, 1917, was $6,174,100.50. Receipts 
for the year ending June 30, 1918, were $10,797,678.02; making a total 
of $16,971,778.52 to be accounted for. Disbursements for the same 
period were $5,210,236.02; leaving at the close of the year ending June 
30, 1918, a balance of $11,761,542.50.

The Insurance Fund receipts for the above period have exceeded 
the disbursements by $5,587,442.00, and increase nearly double that 
of the previous fiscal year. The fund has made a remarkable growth 
and the balance within a very short time will be more than twelve 
million dollars. 

DAILY DEPOSITS FROM DEPARTMENTS. 

Departments collecting money due the State should be com- 
pelled to pay such money into the State Treasury daily. For illustra- 
tion, all moneys collected on Monday should be paid into the Treasury 
before noon Tuesday and so on; if this arrangement were followed, 
it would net the State hundreds of dollars of interest each year. The 
law compelling Departments to pay in at least once a week is abused 
and its practice should be discontinued. For instance. Departments 
holding their collections for a full week instead of depositing them 
oftener, bring their deposits after banking hours to the Treasurer 
and by so doing, lose an extra day's interest on the same. 

Thfe State loans money to banks in the State and demands the 
last penny of interest. Why should not the State exact the same 
from the Departi)|ents that are under its direct supervision? No 
business house anywhere would hold its checks and cash two days, 
let alone seven, before depositing them. 

TAX COLLECTION CONGESTION. 

The heavy tax collection period, other than that of the Industrial 
Commission, begins August 15th, and ends in January of each year. 
Money comes in such quantities at times that it is impossible^to antici- 
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pate the receipts and to handle the same expeditiously; therefore, it 
is difficult to get money to the Inactive Depositories at once, on account 
of the delay in getting surety bonds or other lawful securities; as a re- 
sult, the Active Depositories are filled to their statutory limitation and 
the surplus checks are carried in the safe. This same congested con- 
dition also prevails in February and in August each year, at the time 
of the largest receipts of State Insurance premiums. This method of 
handling the excess is objectionable and it is suggested that the next 
Legislature change this law relative to the Active Accounts, so that 
the congestion, as stated above, may be relieved. 

It is suggested to the Legislature that a change in the time of the 
collection of these taxes be made for the following reasons: That the 
heavy receipts increase the work of the office to such an extent as to re- 
quire extra help for a few months, making necessary an extra expenditure 
of money; such a condition could be avoided by changing the time of 
the payment of collection and make possible the payment of warrants 
without drawing funds from Inactive Depositories; secondly, such an 
arrangement would allow the funds to remain in the various banks 
without necessitating a withdrawal, thus adding thousands of dollars 
to the interest on the deposits and enabling banks to retfiin the funds 
with the assurance that the same would remain without disturbance 
throughout the bidding period. 

SECURITIES OP TRTTST COMPANIES AND BANKS. 

Section 9778 of the General Code, relative to the kind of secdrities 
trust companies must deposit with the State, permitting tiiem to trans- 
act busiiiess as a trust company, should be amended to allow bonds 
of any State or any of its subdivisions to be accepted, also this pro- 
vision should be made operative regarding securities deposited with 
the State Treasurer, to sjecure loans to banks; such securities, how- 
ever, should in both cases be acceptable only on the advice of the At- 
torney-General. The law, as it stands, is not broad enough to permit 
the State to insist on the best securities possible. 

STORAGE OF SECURITIES. 

The large and constantly growing volume of securities held by 
the Treasurer of State is now taxing the vault to its full capacity. 
Arrangements must be made, very soon, for enlarging the storage 
room. . This will necessitate an addition to the present vault or the 
construction of a new one. The latter alternative would be advised. 
At the present time the safe containing the cash is built in as a part 
of the vault, and is accessible to the employes connected with the 
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bond department as well as to the cashier. Good business methods 
would require that there should be a separate depository for bonds 
and other securities, and for the cash. • 

BONDS OF CASHIER AND BOND CLERK. 

It has been customary for the Treasurer of State to require a 
fidelity bond of the cashier in the sum of $100,000.00, the annual pre- 
mium on which has heretofore been paid in person by the cashier. 
The bond clerk has not heretofore been required by the Treasurer to 
give a fidelity bond, although the .bond clerk is entrusted with millions 
in securities, much of which is negotiable paper. 

I would re'dommend that Section 297 of the General Code be so 
amended as to include the cashier's bond of $100,000.00; also that 
bond clerk be required to give a bond of $100,000.00, and that Section 
330-11 of the General Code be so amended 843 to provide for the pay- 
ment, by the State, of the annual premiums on the cashier'fe bond not 
to exceed $300.00, and on the bond clerk's $300.00.

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AN ACT TO PROVIDE A DEPOSITORY FOR STATE FUNDS. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Slate of Ohio' 

Section 1. There shall be a board of deposit, consisting of the 
Treasurer of State, Superintendent of Banks and Attorney-General, 
which officers shall perform the duties herein prescribed. The Treas- 
urer shall be chairman of said board. The cashier of the State Treasury 
shall be the secretary of the board and shall keep its records. A duly 
certified copy of such records shall be prima facie evidence of the matter 
appearing therein in any court of record. 

Section 2. The necessary expenses of the board of deposit for 
books, stationery, printing and postage shall be paid from the State 
Treasury from a fund appropriated for that purpose upon the order 
of the board certified by the chairman and secretary; but such expenses 
shall not exceed $1,000.00 in any one year. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of said board to meet on the 
first Monday of April, 1911, and every two years thereafter, or as 
often as is necessary at the call of the chairman, after this bill becomes 
operative, and designate such national banks within jthe state and banks 
and trust companies doing business within this state, and incorporated 
under the laws thereof as the board deem eligible to be made state 
depositories. 

Section 4. Application of banks and trust companies to be made 
a state depository for the deposit of moneys of the state shall be made 
in writing and be filed with the chairman of the board of deposit. Such 
application shall contain a sworn statement showing the financial 
condition of the bank or trust company at the date of application. 
Such application shall also specify the kind of bond or bonds it will 
furnish as security. 

Section 5. Application of banks and trust companies shall be 
carefully considered by the board of deposits and its action on each 
application considered shall be endorsed thereon by the words "Ap- 
proved" or "Rejected'' and signed by each member of the board or a 
majority thereof. A bank or trust company whose application has 
been considered by the board and approved as herein provided shall 
be eligible to be a state depository. 

Section 6. Treasurer of State shall not keep at any time more 
than fifty thousand ($J50,000.00) dollars as a reserve in the treasury 
vault, and all other moneys of the state shall be deposited as herein- 
after provided. 

Section '^. There shall be two classes of depositories; one shall 
be known as active depositories and the other as inactive depositories. 
The Treasurer of State may designate one or more banks or trust com- 
panies, or either of them located in Columbus, Ohio, eligible under 
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
